El Concilio (Spanish for “ The Council” ) was formed in Lompoc a little over a year 
ago Its 20 members, 90 per cent of them Mexican-American. are trying to make the 
needs of their people known in the community. 
Joe Gonzales, E l Concilio public 
relations man, feels that while the main 
purpose of the group is communication, 
El Concilio deals with the problems of 
everyone in the community.

Concilio President Rosendo Aguirre in a 
recent group interview

affect all people; not only the Mexican- 
American but also the Anglo, the black

El Concilio deals with a wide range of 
issues within the community, according 
to Aguirre...with bi-lingual education 
and making the needs of bi lingual 
students known to the school district; 
with affirmative action programs; with 
hiring and firing practices in city 
government; and with the needs of the 
senior citizens. 
With the cooperation of the school 
counseling staff, E l Concilio is presently 
involved 
in 
forming 
a 
bilingual 
counseling program at Lompoc High 
School; 
bilingual 
and 
bi-cultural, 
stresses 
Alice 
Lopez,

secretary Four Concilio members will 
be on call for this type of counseling.

El Concilio is now involved in helping 
the city of Lompoc formulate an 
affirmative action plan, according to 
Mrs. Lopez. 
“ It is a federal law that if you receive 
federal funds of $10,000 and over you are 
to have an affirmative action plan,” she 
explained. “ It is law! And yet, what 
have we done?” 
El Concilio doesn’t provide many 
direct services, according to Mrs. 
Lopez, 
because 
the 
members 
are 
working people and haven’t the time. 
“ We weren’t formed to offer direct 
services like transportation because we 
already have agencies in the community 
which provide these services,” said 
Mrs. Lopez, who is director of Lompoc’s 
Community Action Commission. “ We 
were formed to speak for our people and 
to get these things for our people. 
“ You can get hung up in providing 
services,” she added, “ and this is what 
we don’t want because we’re dealing 
with larger issues — help for everyone 
not just a few/’ 
Aguirre feels that one of the most

doing so that they can all work together. 
That is what E l Concilio strives to do. 
Through 
cooperation 
with 
other 
agencies, E l Concilio members have 
been able to implement successful 
programs in other areas of need, 
according to Lopez 
Last 
Christmas, 
Eileen 
Herrera, 
Concilio vice-president, with the help of 
Paul Thompson of the Lompoc Public 
Library, was able to get a Spanish story 
hour started for bi-lmgual children. The 
program, held evenings during the 
Christmas season, attracted between 25 
to 30 children and their parents, said 
Mrs. Lopez. 
"Let’s not forget about our senior 
citizen. That’s another story itself.” 
Gonzales interjected 
“ Many times the computer versus the 
senior citizen is really something that 
you have to think about," said Aguirre. 
He related one instance where a 
senior citizen’s lighfc were turned off 
because the company thought she wasn't 
paying her bill. One El Concilio member 
studied her bills and her receipts and 
found that she actually had paid her bill 
The Concilio member went down to the 
company’s office and argued it out with 
a woman who insisted the computer 
couldn't be wrong, until they discovered 
that a mistake actually had been made 
by the company. 
These people need someone who can 
interpret these bills for them, said 
Aguirre. 
Why don’t they learn English? 
“ A people stick together,” said Mrs. 
Lopez. “ Children speak Spanish to their 
elders as a sign of respect. They stick to 
their own 
culture and 
their own 
language.” 
Gonzales feels it was due to the lack of 
leisure time when these people came 
into the country in the 1920’s and 30’s. 
“ It might sound impossible in 1975" he

said, “ but during that era when they 
worked for 75 cents a day, they just 
didn’t have time to learn English.” 
Has E l Concilio helped people become 
more aware of the problems faced by 
the Mexican-American? 
“ I think they are aware,” said 
Gonzales, “ but maybe they just don’t 
care ... they have problems of their 
own.” 
* 
“ People are becoming more sensitive 
and aware,” said Mrs. Lopez. “ There is 
an awareness now — because of the 
social times we re in — that we didn’t 
have before. The problems people have 
had are coming forth.” 
“ At least there’s a recognition now, a 
getting together, a force being formed 
so that hopefully something will be 
done,” she added. 


Morro Bay superport defended

Supertankers under constant electronic 
surveillance will begin floating Alaskan 
oil to a Central California deepwater 
port near the town of Morro Bay by 1977, 
the Coast Guard said Thursday 
Vice Adm J T McClelland, director 
of Coast Guard operations on the Pacific 
Coast, told the closing Conference on 
prevention and Control of Oil Pollution 
that an ocean highway for supertankers 
would be environmentally safe. 
“ The odds are pretty small for a super 
spill,” Adm. McClelland said of the 
proposed sea lane for ships four football 
fields long. 
“ It’s easy to become hysterical and 
say there will be a spill everv three or 


four 
years." 
the admiral 
said of 
environmentalists’ concerns over the 
400,000-ton tankers. 
Nearly every paper presented at a 
three day conference expressed the 
viewpoint that oil spills can be easily 
and quickly scooped up without any long­ 
term effect on beaches or marine life 
No environmental groups were invited 
to participate in the conference, co­ 
sponsored by the federal government 
and the American Petroleum Institute. 
“ This isn’t a forum for debate, but a 
meeting 
to 
emphasize 
cooperation 
between government and industry and to 
exchange technical information," said a 
spokesman for the Environmental 
Protection Agency 


Rear Adm Robert I Price said the 
Coast Guard was readying eight stations 
to serve as electronic eyes to monitor 
the supertanker traffic between the 
Alaskan oil fields and California's Morro 
Bay. 
The first shipments of oil are expected 
to head south from the Alaskan Gulf's 
ice-free port of Valdez in the summer of 
1977

Price, 
chief 
of 
marine 
environment and systems for the Coast 
Guard, said the tankers will be required 
to remain 50 miles offshore in one-way 
lanes two to three miles wide, with 30 
miles between the north bound and 
south-bound traffic. 
He said no more than three tankers 


will leave Alaska in a single day and that 
they will be surveyed electronically and 
by random patrols of ships and planes. 
Standard Oil of California said the 
Alaskan oil would arrive at a deepwater 
terminal at picturesque Estero Bay in 
San Luis Obispo County. 
The oil would leave America’s first 
supertanker port via a 280-mile pipeline 
to refineries in Richmond, Calif., and 
other bay area facilities, said John F. 
Mayer, Standard project manager. 
He estimated that the entire project 
would cost Standard about $180 million

expected oil increase. Mayer predicted

U.S. consulate staff flees 
CHP won't 
issue NOX 
as Red shells pound Da Nang 
tickets yet

A 
withering 
Communist rocket and artillery attack 
on Da Nang today forced the U.S. 
Consulate staff to abandon its headquar­ 
ters in South Vietnam’s second largest 
city and take refuge on a ship in the 
South China Sea, military sources said. 
Communist forces captured another 
province today and seized a provincial 
capital 15 miles south of Da Nang, 
causing riots and such panic that a 
mercy airlift of refugees was suspended 
temporarily. The situation eased later 
and a massive evacuation by air and sea 
began. 
U.S. Embassy sources had said earlier 
that the American Consulate General 
building in Da Nang had been closed but 
that Consul General Albert Francis and 
“ four or five” staffers remained behind 
to assist in the evacuation of some of the 
million refugees jamming the city. 
The two latest Communist victories 
were the capture of Hoi An, the capital 
of the province that includes Da Nang 15 
miles to the north, and the provincial 
capital of Bao Loc, 96 miles northeast of 
Saigon. 
Fall of Bao Loc, capital of Lam Dong 
Province, gave the Communists control 
of more than half of South Vietnam and 
12 of its 44 provinces. 


U.S. military officers described the 
situation in South Vietnam as critical 


but said the government here was not in 
imminent 
danger 
of 
falling. 
The 
assessment came at a briefing for 
American 
businessmen 
by 
officers 
attached to the Defense Attaches Office. 
The Office warned that some rockets 
might hit Saigon 


With the military situation continuing 
to deteriorate the Viet Cong, in a 
broadcast over Hanoi Radio, called on 
government officials and South Viet­ 
namese soldiers and police to desert. It 
promised to support all opponents of 
President Nguyen Van Thieu 


A huge swarm of panicky refugees 
mobbed the runway at Da Nang airport 
today, forcing the United States and 
South Vietnam to halt evacuation flights 
to sanctuaries in the south. 


Officials said up to 100,000 persons 
broke through a cordon of troops and 
raced across the airport in search of 
flights from Da Nang, the government’s 
last 
stronghold 
in 
northern 
South 
Vietnam. 
Airport 
sources 
said 
South 
Vietnamese 
infantry 
troops 
tried 
without success to control the crowds, 
finally calling in army tanks when the 
situation got out of hand. 
World Airways, a charter American 
airline flying the refugees out of Da 
Nang, called off its Boeing 727 flights 


until the government restores order 
Air Vietnam canceled all flights from 
Da Nang, 370 miles north of Saigon, 
halting the air exodus out of the refugee- 
swollen city of 1 million 
A World Airways jetliner, capable of 
holding about 200 refugees on each 
flight, flew four times Thursday from 
Da Nang to sanctuaries along the coast 
of the South China Sea. 
Thousands of other persons swarmed 
over Da Nang's docks today in an 
attempt to get aboard evacuation ships, 
including a U.S. civilian vessel and a 
Philippine naval landing craft 
In Saigon, Gen Frederick Weyand, 
the U.S. Army chief of staff, conferred 
with President Nguyen Van Thieu at the 
start of a fact-finding visit for President 
Ford 
Weyand, 
the 
last 
U.S. 
combat 
commander in South Vietnam, arrived 
in Saigon Thursday for up to four days of 
talks with U.S. and South Vietnamese 
officials. 
U.S. officials said P'ord asked the 
general, the highest-ranking American 
military man to visit South Vietnam in 
more than two years, to look into the 
rapidly 
deteriorating 
battlefield 
situation. 
Viet Cong and North Vietnamese 
troops have won a series of major 
victories 
during

three-week-old 
nationwide offensive. 
Cambodia airlift halted again 


PHNOM PENH (UPI) - A steady 
barrage of rebel rocket and artillery fire 
halted the lifeline U.S. airlift today and 
insurgent troops made new gains on the 
east bank of the Mekong River, directly 
across from the capital. 
At least 51 106mm artillery shells and 
107mm rockets landed on Pochentong 
airport, killing two persons and wound­ 
ing 10 others, military sources said 
Three U.S. Air Force C130 transports, 
flown by civilians, were able to land at 
the airport with fuel and ammunition 
shortly after dawn, but a heavy rocket 
and artillery barrage from 6 a.m. to 10 
a.m. forced suspension of the airlift. 
On the east bank of the Mekong, 
government troops gave up two more 
positions, field reports said. 
The rebels have advanced to within 2.4 
miles of the capital, and one field report 
indicated that eight regiments of insur­ 
gents, or nearly 5,000 men, were moving 
toward the capital region from rebel- 
held territory northeast of Phnom Penh. 


In scenes reminiscent of the spring of 
1973, 
when 
U.S. 
Phantom 
fighter- 
bombers laid down air strikes in full 
view of the city, Cambodian Air Force 
prop-driven T28 bombers dropped load 
after load of bombs on rebel positions. 
Like 1973, capital residents watched 
the aerial bombing display from the 
west bank of the Mekong. 
The bombing was backed up by 
government artillery.

insurgents have set up a command post 
at Vihear Suor, 12 miles northeast of 
Phnom 
Penh. 
In 
addition 
to

movement of the insurgent troops, 
mortars and rockets are also being 
moved toward the capital, the field

Reports 
from 
Battambang, 
the 
country’s northwestern most province, 
said the situation was still viewed as 
serious. The defense perimeter at the 
city of Battambang was reported to be 
shrinking in the face of insurgent 


attacks. 


American officials said the security 
situation at Pochentong airport was 
being studied carefully to determine 
whether the airlift could be resumed.

Highway Patrol has decided not to give 
tickets for lack of the controversial 
NOX device on older cars in the South 
Coast Air Basin until the status of the 
requirement is settled 
Assistant Commissioner Alva Cooper 
said Thursday that warnings will be 
issued to offenders while the state 
legislature thrashes out the possible 
repeal of the law 
“ We don t think it’s fair to go back and 
start issuing citations on this thing, 
which will probably come to a head 
soon," Cooper said The repeal bill has 
already passed the Senate by a two 
thirds majority and faces action in the 
assembly. 
On Wednesday, a Superior Court judge 
in Santa Barbara dissolved an order 
temporarily halting enforcement of the 
law. and the highway patrol said then 
that officers “ would be citing them 
again just as we did before” for 
violations, but < ooper’s ruling changed 
that 
The law requires owners of 1966-70 
model cars to install a device to reduce 
NOX. or nitrogen oxide 
The early 
emissions control devices, first required 
on cars in those years, caused them to 
emit higher levels of NOX. There has 
been widespread opposition to the law. 
Opponents maintain the devices do 
severe engine damage, ruining the 
already well worn motors, cause lower 
gasoline 
mileage 
and 
make 
little 
difference to overall smog levels. 
The devices are required immediately 
in the South Coast Air Basin Los 
Angeles, 
Orange, 
Ventura,

Barbara and eastern Riverside and San 
Bernardino counties —and elsewhere in

when

Before the restraining order was

$4.9 million in manpower requests

A hard-working County Manpower Planning Council met 
Thursday in the County Building to evaluate $4 9 million requests 
for funding for the 1975-76 fiscal year in the county and to 
formulate recommendations to go to the Board of Supervisors. 
The county’s planning figure on available funding is about $14 
million. 
Meanwhile, county officials announced they are now in the 
position of utilizing the entire county allotment of $525,573 in Title 
2 for public service jobs, following sweeping actions earlier this 
week. The board authorized use of Comprehensive Employment 
and Training Act (CETA) funds to continue positions previously 
approved under the Public Employment Program (P E P i and to 
fund jobs to accomplish departmental program needs which 
would otherwise require additional county funding in the coming 
fiscal year. 
Also approved under the priorities set out by the administrative* 
office was a funding program for other requests of county 
departments which were submitted for consideration last 
December. 
Assistant County Administrative Officer David Smith explained 
that the board this week took the necessary actions to end the 
delays in spending of Title 2 funds. 


The administrative office had pointed out prior to the board 
action that only 2> per cent of Title II funds had been spent by the 
county and various agents as of the end of February. 
Smith also said it is anticipated that "more than $2 million in 
manpower funds will be rolling into this county by the end of this 
fiscal year on June 30 ” 
Additional funds are also being made available under Title 1 of 
CETA for training of persons to get jobs, Smith said 
His office is recommending to the Board of Supervisors that it 
now approve allocation of additional funds of $165,939 in new 
funding 
plus $12,594 
in previously 
unobligated 
funds as 
recommended by the Manpower Planning Council. 
Also, the supervisors are being asked to authorize setting up of 
agreements or modified pacts in accord with the funding 
recommendations. 
In addition, 
the 
supervisors are 
being asked 
by the 
administrative office to authorize Manpower Director Harvey 
Clement to utilize CETA monies, as available, to ensure "full 
use” of these Federal funds, in other words to make the program 
as flexible as possible 
"This would enable a smoother flow of funds to participants 
without the necessity to continuously appear before your board 
with recommendations for minor adjustments,” said Raymond D 
Johnson, administrative officer.

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Economic signs in upturn 
THE BETTER HALF

The nation's long and steep 
economic slide is easing, and 
government and private indus­ 
try hidicators point to better 
days ahead. 


In the brightest economic 
reports since early last sum­ 
mer: 
— The government’s compos­ 
ite 
index 
of 
nine 
leading 
business indicators rose 1 per 
cent in February. It was the 
first rise in the economic 
barometer in seven months. 
— Oil imports in February 
dropped to their lowest level 
since 
the 
1973 
Arab 
oil 
embargo This gave the United 
States a trade surplus last 
month of 1971 million, the first 
since a nominal surplus last 


November and the biggest on 
record. 
— Retail sales, although still 
low, improved last week, rising 
3 5 per cent over the prior week 
and 7 per cent over a year ago 
The year-to-year gain was an 
improvement over the 6 per 
cent average since Jan 1. 
— U.S. automakers planned 
for increased production in 
anticipation of 
a surge in 
demand later in the spring and 
early in the summer. Thou­ 
sands of idled workers were 
recalled, and one automaker, 
Ford, has workers in two plants 
on overtime. 
— The stock market gained 
ground following reports in­ 
dicating 
the 
recession 
is 
easing 
The 
Dow 
Jones 
industrial 
average, 
which 


points Wednesday, 
points 
to 770 26 
soared 18 
rose 
4.07 
Thursday. 


— The nation’s money supply 
declined $18 billion to $286 3 
billion 
this 
week, 
but the 
growth rate was 1.7 per cent 
higher than in the past 13 
weeks The growth rate had 
been decreasing 
But many 
economists say a faster growth 
needs to be promoted by the 
Federal Reserve to stimulate 
economic recovery 


What these developments, 
along with previous indications 
of an easing of price increases, 
indicate 
is 
the 
nations 
economy is beginning to show 
signs of recovery after more 
than a year of severe recession 
and high inflation. 


This does not mean the 
recession has ended It does 
indicate the worst may be over. 
Most 
economists, 
including 
those in the Ford administra­ 
tion. expect industrial produc­ 
tion 
to 
be 
sluggish 
and 
unemployment 
hi#) through 
most of the year. 
Michael Evans, director of 
Chase Econometrics, said that 
if President Ford approves the 
tax rebate soon the “ second 
half of the year will feature a 
robust upturn of the economy, 
with growth rates in excess of 5 
per cent.” 
But, he said, the nation still 
will have an average unemploy­ 
ment rate of 9 per cent this 
year and 8 per cent in 1976, with 
inflation averaging about 7 per 
cent.

Gunmen trade envoy for gold 


Ford signs aid bill, 
rebels chides lawmakers'cuts 


PARIS

Three 
gunmen 
who 
kidnaped 
the 
French ambassador to Somalia 
last Sunday freed the envoy in 
South 
Yemen 
today 
in 
exchange for two terrorists and 
a $100,000 ransom in gold bars, 
French government officials 
said 
Officials said the diplomat 
was immediately flown from 
Aden, capital of South Yemen, 
to Djibouti 
in the French 
territory of Afars and Issas, 
formerly known as French 
Somaliland 
Two airplanes, one carrying 
the ambassador and his kidnap 
ers and the other the two 
prisoners to be exchanged for 
his release, landed in South 
Yemen earlier in the day. 
A special Somali airlines DC3 
brought 
Ambassador 
Jean 
Gueury, 57, and the three 
gunmen who kidnaped him in 
Mogadishu, the Somali capital. 


on Sunday to the city of Aden, 
capital of South Yemen 
A French military aircraft 
simultaneously 
brought 
to 
Aden $100,000 ransom in gold 
bullion and two Somali citizens 
from the Territory of the Afars 
and the Issas whose release 
from 
French 
ja ils 
the 
kidnapers had demanded under 
the 
threat 
of 
killing 
the 
ambassador. 
French officials said they 
hoped the exchange would go 
through now that South Yemen, 
after 
changing 
its position 
several times, bowed to the 
kidnapers’ requests and Fran­ 
ce's pleas to let the swap take 
place in Aden. 
Gueury’s 
wife, 
Francoise, 
said in a telephone call from 
Mogadishu, Somalia, earlier 
that her 57-year-old husband 
and spent an “ uncomfortable 
night” on their plane at a 
remote airfield near Bosaso. 


All aboard were reported in 
“ good, if tired condition.” 
The South Yemeni govern­ 
ment changed its mind at the

The diplomat was kidnaped

France agreed to the de­ 
mands

refused at first to permit the 
exchange on its territory At 
France's insistence, however, 
South Yemen finally agreed to 
the swap. 
The French government flew 
the two prisoners from France 
toward South Yemen Thursday 
and the kidnapers then took off 
from Somalia with the 57-year- 
old ambassador. 
After 
the 
South 
Yemeni 
government changed its mind 
the plane with the prisoners 
then flew to Egypt and the 
kidnapers' plane returned to 
Somalia with the ambassador. 
The 
prisoners 
— Omar 
Osman Rabeh and Omar Elmi 
Kaireh — had been serving life 
sentences 
for 
g u e rrilla 
activities in Afars and Issas, an 
area once known as French 
Somaliland 
The kidnapers claimed the 
prisoners were “ unjust victims 
of French colonialism.”

he chided Congress for cutting 
the amounts he requested so 
deeply 
they 
“ could 
prove 
detrimental to American inter­ 
ests at home and abroad 


In signing the $3.7 billion 
appropriation for foreign aid in 
the 12 months ending in July he 
expressed “ considerable mis­ 
givings” about the cuts. 


The measure was $2 2 billion 
less than he asked, a substan­ 
tial portion of it in cuts of 
humanitarian aid for food and 
development in needy coun­ 
tries. 
Ford, in a statement an­ 


nouncing his action, said, “ The 
considerable reductions in the 
overseas assistance program 
... could prove detrimental to 
American interests at home 
and abroad ” 
The fiscal year covered by 
the 
appropriation 
is 
three- 
quarters over, but foreign aid 
spending has gone on in the 
interim under continuing con­ 
gressional 
resolutions which 
allow expenditures at the same 
level as the previous year. 
Although the bill contained 
money for South Vietnam and 
Cambodia, now suffering seri­ 
ous military reversals, it long 
since has been spent and there 
is no new military funding for 
the two nations.

Crucifixion re-enacted in Philippines

The 
Philippines (UPI) — The Mardi 
Gras atmosphere in this little 
farming town north of Manila 
ended today with the thud of 
nails through flesh into wood 
Tourists were still clicking 
their 
cameras, 
ice 
cream 
vendors hawking their wares 
and blood-spattered news cam­ 
eramen fighting for the best 
view, when at precisely 1:10 
p m Fernando Die La Cruz was 
crucified. 
Two Filipinos dressed bi- 
zarrely in red Roman-soldier 
tunics hammered 2 Vi-inch long 
stainless steel nails into 24-year- 
old 
Cruz’s 
hands, 
then 
triumphantly hoisted the cross 
upright. 
Cruz looked passively down 
on the swaying, sweaty mob 
below him. 
“ He’ll stay up 30 minutes, 30 
minutes,” yelled one of his 


supporters, “ It’s the first time 
he’s been nailed and he’s going 
to stay up 30 minutes.” 
Cruz beat all town records 
and "stayed up’’ about three 
minutes. 
“ Brave man, brave man,” 
muttered 
a 
German 
news 
cameraman who had managed 
to fight his way to the foot of 
the cross. 
“ I ’ve had enough.” said the 
squeamish wife of an American 
airman from nearby Clark Air 
Base, trying to fight her way 
out of the crowd. 
“ He stayed up longer than 
Piring (the town favorite who 
retired this year),” said a 
flagellant, one of scores of 
young village men who lined 
the hot dusty village pathway 
strewn 
with 
hay 
to 
the 
crucifixion site, beating their 
backs into a pulp with bamboo 
whips. 


The only priest in attendance 
refused comment and stalked 
across the field, his white 
cassock swishing against the 
grass. 
The Roman Catholic church 
in this only Asian Christian 
nation 
disapproves 
of 
the 
crucifixions and thousands of 
instances of flagellation that 
take place in the Philippines 
each Good Friday. 
“ People 
shouldn’t 
let 
it 
worry 
them ,” 
said 
the 
flagellant, Oscar Canas, 24. 
“ I’ve done it for nine years, 
ever since my father died He 
used to do it, that’s why I took 
over. 
“ It hurts at first, then your 
back gets numb.” 
At least three fellow flagel- 


lants had collapsed on the road 
Canas’ blue jeans were a mess 
of congealed blood and his back 
quivered with gashes. His face 
was hidden behind a black hood 
held in place with a crown of 
thorns. 
The head flagellant, pink 
flowers instead of thorns on his 
head, 
came 
bouncing past, 
apparently a little tipsy, gig­ 
gling at newsmen. 
Cruz, down from his cross, 
jumped down from the front of 
a commandeered jeepney — a 
bus converted from a jeep — 
and raced through the crowd 
waving his bloody hands above 
his head. 


“ Must be relieved it’s over,” 
commented a Westerner.

Whetmore defends 
campaign fund outlays 


ANAHEIM (UPI) — State Sen, James E. Whetmore, R-Buena 
Park, Thursday defended his use of campaign funds to maintain 
his Buena Park townhouse, denying that was an improper use of 
the money. 
In a published report earlier this month, it was revealed that 
Whetmore had spent $31.086 of $37.397 in campaign funds collected 
in 1974 to pay for property taxes, insurance, maintenance costs 
and some business expenses at his law office. 
Whetmore, in a statement released after addressing the 
Anaheim Young Republicans earlier this week, called the report 
“ a simple difference of opinion...over whether or not it is proper 
for me to maintain a campaign headquarters in an off-election 
year and as to the propriety of using property that I own for such a 
headquarters.” 
Whetmore, who plans to run for re-election next year, said he 
felt it would be improper for his campaign activities to be carried 
on in his district office or with district office personnel 
” 1 feel very strongly that taxpayers’ funds should not be used to 
finance campaigns.” said Whetmore. 
He said he had received only three calls regarding use of 
campaign funds, but Louise Steele, president of the La Habra 
Federated Republican Women’s Club and a past supporter of 
Whetmore, said she had received approximately 20 calls, most of 
whom expressed disappointment or were “ outraged.

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
Jimmy “The Greek” Snyder is 
better known for his oddsmak- 
ing 
on 
everything 
from 
horseracing to political elec­ 
tions. Today he is in the middle 
of a government suit involving 
recluse 
billionaire 
Howard 
Hughes — a “ witch hunt,” he 
says. 
The suit charges Hughes, 
Snyder and six others with 
defrauding stockholders out of 
$49 million during the purchase 
of Air West, Inc. 
Snyder was one of those 
named 
in 
the 
Security 
& 
Exchange Commission action. 
He said he did nothing illegal 
while serving as a public rela­ 
tions man for Hughes when the 
regional airline was bought by 
the billionaire in 1968. 
“ I think this is a witch hunt 
and some of the SEC attorneys 
are trying to get publicity,” 
said Snyder. He added he made 
no money from the carrier’s 
acquisition. 
The SEC charged in the civil 
suit Thursday that Hughes and 
the other defendants, including 
Las Vegas Sun publisher H.M. 
“ Hank” Greenspun, used false 
and misleading publicity and 
manipulated Air West stock to 
drive the price down before the 


Hughes purchase.

Expo rookie better than country music

NEW YORK (UPI) — Dave Bristol goes dippy over 
three things He loves country music, bird hunting and 
good hardnosed ballplayers. Not necessarily in that 
order, either. Given his choice, he’d take the good 
hard-nosed ballplayers first, which is readily under­ 
standable because if enough of them happen to be on 
the same side he is, then he’s going to enjoy both that 
country music and the bird hunting so much more. 
Bristol works for Montreal Manager Gene Mauch, 
coaching third base He managed in the big leagues 
himself, having piloted Cincinnati and Milwaukee, 
very likely will get another chance somewhere fairly 
soon because he has shown he knows what it’s all 
about and can handle players, and now, what he’d 
really enjoy most, next to winning, would be seeing 
some new kid break in and making it big with the 
Expos 
“See that young fella over yonder, the one built like 
Mr. America,” he said, nodding in the direction of a 
strapping, straight-backed 
right-hander tossing the 
ball easily with Bob Bailey on the sidelines before a 
ball game the other day at the Expos’ Daytona Beach 
layout. “ His name is Gary Carter, and he’s a cross 
between Pete Rose and Johnny Bench. He’s got 
Rose’s energy and enthusiasm and some of Bench’s 
ability. Look at him! Ever see a physical specimen 
like him before? He caught for Memphis last year and 
was the No 1 catcher in Triple A ball, but we re 
converting him to an outfielder. He’s gonna play right 


field today.” 


Gary Carter, only 20, was among the most 
impressive young players I saw this spring. Some of 
the others were Marc Hill of the Giants; Doug Flynn 
and George Revering of the Reds; Ron LeFlore of the 
Tigers; Roy Howell of the Rangers; Keith Hernandez 
of the Cardinals, and Lyman Bostock of the Twins, but 
Gary Carter sticks out for any number of reasons. 
You almost can’t help but notice him 


He hustles every minute, same as Pete Rose, hits 
with power and has an excellent arm. That’s only a 
start. He runs well, he’s 6-2 and 205, strong as a bull 
and polite as a West Point cadet. He reminds you of 
the Dodgers’ MVP, Steve Garvey, so it’s no real 
surprise to discover he was a member of the National 
Honor Society from 1968 through 1972, turned down 100 
scholarship offers from universities and colleges to 
play baseball and has received a Boys’ Club Citizen­ 
ship Award for contributions he made to the 
community back home in Fullerton, Calif. 


The comparisons with Pete Rose and Johnny Bench 
naturally are flattering. What 20-year-old rookie 
wouldn’t feel good being mentioned in the same class 
as either one, and then both, no less? Gary Carter 
tries to maintain his own style, though, and hustling 
all the time is part of that style. 


“When I first signed with the Expos, they told me it 
was a hustling organization, and that they wanted us 
to hustle everywhere,” says Carter. “I started that 


way and I guess it sorta stayed with me. If you ask me 
what position I’d rather play, I’d prefer to catch. This 
is how I got where I am now, but I understand the 
situation and I’ll play anywhere I can help the club.” 
The situation is that the Expos are fine behind the 
plate with 23-year-old Barry Foote, who looked very 
good as a rookie last season and keeps looking better 
all the time. Mauch’s present plans call for Gary 
Carter to play right field —if he can handle it—and 
Mauch feels he can. 
Picked up in the free agent draft in 1972 and then 
signed by scout Bob Zuk, Carter was brought up from 
Memphis last September by the Expos and played in 
nine ball games for them. He had 11 hits in 27 at bats 
for a heady .407 figure, clipping the Mets’ Jon Matlack 
and Tom Seaver for his first two safeties. 
One thing Gary Carter wants to do, is play. 
“He’s the pure all-time athlete,” says Gene Mauch. 
“You know—let me go, turn me loose! ” 
Gary Carter was so eager to do well in those first 
few ball games last fall, he was afraid maybe he was 
overdoing things a little. He went to Bristol, and Jerry 
Zimmerman, one of the Expos’ other coaches, and 
asked them what they thought after seeing him. 
“They told me You look all right in the field, but a 
little tight at bat,”’ says the young, blue-eyed 
Californian.

Gary Carter got the best advice in the world from 
Dave Bristol and Jerry Zimmerman.

“ I never really went into the 
details with Roy about my days 
in Chicago, how his mother and 
I had just got married and 
she’d sit in the stands and listen 
to the fans and get so angry she 
could cry,” said Smalley Sr 
“ But Roy was aware of what 
happen««. And I remember 
telling him at a low point last 
season, ‘It could be worse —

Conspiracy charged in Jackson death 


SAN RAF AF,L. Calif (UPI * 
The chief deputy public defender 
of Mann county charges law enforcement agencies conspired to 
set up an escape attempt at San Quentin Prison in which black 
militant George Jackson and five others were killed. 
The charges by Frank J Cox are in an affidavit now on file with 
the State Court of Appeal. 
"This was an attempt to kill George Jackson by a preemptive 
first strike," Cox charged 
The documents was filed on behalf of David Johnson, one of six 
San Quentin inmates currently on trial for taking part in the 
escape attempt on Aug 21,1971. 
Cox said he has information showing that the Criminal 
Conspiracy Section of the Los Angeles Police Department and 
"perhaps other cooperating covert agencies” knew before the 
attempted breakout that an “ inoperable" gun was to be smuggled 
into Jackson. 


Cox is asking the court to order the Los Angeles 1 olice 
Department and other agencies to produce documents he says will 
prove his charges He also says he has information linking a San 
Quentin prison correctional officer to the smuggling of the 
weapon. 
A letter written by Jackson was found by police in January of 
1971 on James Edward Carr, a former cellmate of Jackson. Cox 
said. 
The public defender said the letter referred to escape plans and 
the smuggling of a gun and explosives 


Cox said police did not arrest Carr when the letter was found but 
he was arrested a few months later and forced to cooperate with 
police. He said officers threatened to expose Carr for allegedly 
embezzling large sums of money from the Angela Davis and 
Soledad Brothers defense funds

two snowplows attempting to 
lead the rescue party got stuck. 
The Johnsons, still stranded, 
were awaiting the birth of their 
child today.

Congress would, I believe, support such 
a relief mission. *

chance of negotiating an end to the war. 
So long as this pitiful semiinvalid tries 
to continue the fighting, snatching 15- 
year-olds off the streets and sending 
them out to almost certain death, there 
is no hope. 
One compromise the administration 
came up with was to have Congress 
authorize 
a 
drawdown out of 
the 
Pentagon’s military aid cupboard of $150 
million in military materiel rather than 
the $75 million presently allowed for 
Cambodia Adding another $50 million, 
this would come close to what the White 
House 
wanted 
in 
a 
supplemental 
appropriation. 
In the too little, too late category, this 
is as futile as the $125 million Congress 
is fumbling with. 
Just ahead is the Easter recess with 
Congress away for two weeks. In the 
realistic appraisal of those who see the 
cables, Phnom Penh will fall if there is 
no affirmative action before then and it 
may fall in any event. 
Lost sight of in the scuffle over the 
catch-up appropriation is the $2 billion 
the administration put into the budget 
for the next fiscal year for Indochina, 
chiefly 
for 
South 
Vietnam 
and 
Cambodia The resistance this will meet 
promises to be even greater than that 
blocking the $522 million for the two 
countries. 
A studied approach to the continuing 
demands out of Indochina might have 
won over even such opponents as Sen. 
Hubert H. Humphrey, chairman of the 
subcommittee on 
foreign aid. This 
would have been a candid scheduling of 
the needs for the coming two or three 
years with the ultimate phasing out of 
all help on a fixed date. 
Nothing like this was forthcoming. 
The nearest to it was a remark by 
President Ford that another five years 
should see the end of the need for 
military assistance. That was hardly 
enough. 
Part of the persuasion is that the 
beginning of the rainy season some time 
next month will force an end to the fight 
and make negotiation possible. But as 
Humphrey remarked, that is a hope held 
out year after year for at least five 
years; just another rainy season and the 
end is in sight. 
The agony seen nightly on television is 
unendurable. Communist forces closing

We 
were 
talking 
about 
the 
perspectives on Nixon inadvertently 
revealed by Washington Post mogul 
Benjamin Bradlee, in excerpts from an 
intimate 
book 
on 
John 
Kennedy 
abstracted in the current Playboy. The 
purpose of the inquiry is not to praise 
Nixon, nor to resurrect him, but to 
inquire into the proposition that he was 
unique in his reactions, his manners, 
and in the cast of his thought. We have 
seen that President Kennedy told Mr. 
Bradlee that he assumed LBJ was “on 
the take” before his election to the vice­ 
presidency, but that that would not 
cause Kennedy to drop him before the 
1964 
election, 
because, 
after 
all, 
Kennedy needed Texas. 
Kennedy, 
Bradlee 
reveals, 
was 
intolerant of other politicians. Nixon he 
thought ‘‘sick sick sick.” 
*’ nobody 
could talk like that’ ” — like Nixon after 
his defeat in California in 1962 — “ ‘ and 
be normal.’ ” 
Normal 
psycholo­ 
gically, that is. Poli­ 
tical 
normality 
is 
something else. When, 
in the 1960 election, 
the vote proved so 
close that everything 
appeared to hang on 
Illinois, Kennedy got a 
telephone call from 
M ayor 
D aley 
of 
Chicago, from whose 
lips 
he 
apparently 
heard for the first 
time, directed 
to himself, those elating words, “Mr. 
President” — “with a little bit of luck 
and the help of a few close friends, 
you’re going to carry Illinois.” Nixon’s 
close friends went to jail. Kennedy’s, 
keep 
getting 
re-elected 
mayor 
of 
Chicago. 
Nixon is thought to have had a 
singular, pathological interest in the 


press. 
But here we find President 
Kennedy suggesting to Bradlee who 
might be hired by Newsweek (with 
which Bradlee was then associated) and 
why. Why not take Tom Wicker away 
from the New York Times? Wicker, said 
Kennedy, had written wonderful stories, 
by which, in context, is meant flattering 
to Kennedy. 
“It would be a hell of a 
coup for you to stick the Times by 
getting him. ” About another journalist 
being considered, Kennedy said that he 
was “a bit of a (expletive deleted)” but 
‘I like him and I’d hire him.’ ” 


None of the tapes I have seen show 
Nixon to have been more directly 
engaged in trying to use the press to cut 
down 
the 
political 
opposition 
than 
Kennedy 
was. 
‘‘You 
ought 
to cut 
Rocky’s ass open a little this week,” he 
once 
suggested 
to 
Bradlee, 
“you” 
meaning “Newsweek.” Segretti went 
around dropping dirty stories about 
potential 
rivals 
of 
Nixon. 
JFK 
apparently sought to make Newsweek 
his Segretti. 


“The President asked if we were going 
to take a look at Rockefeller’s war 
record. It is interesting how often 
Kennedy referred to the war records of 
political 
opponents. 
He 
had 
often 
mentioned 
Eddie 
McCormack 
and 
Hubert Humphrey in this connection, 
and here he was at it again with 
Rockefeller. 
Where was old Nelson 
when you and I were dodging bullets in 
the Solomon Islands9’ he wondered 
aloud. How old was he? He must have 
been 31 or 32. Why don’t you look into 
that?’ ” 
Nixon, 
who 
was sick 
sick 
sick, 
managed an entire political campaign 
against Hubert Humphrey without once 
bringing up Humphrey’s war record. 
The story about JFK vs. the steel 
companies is revealing, not to say 
robust. 
Bradlee 
variously 
quotes 


Kennedy: “Are we supposed to sit there 
and take a cold, deliberate (expletive 
deleted)?... They (expletive deleted) us 
and we’ve got to try to (expletive 
deleted) them... We re going to give it to 
them and screw ’em. ” 


And, as noted, the press was always 
getting him down. There was all that 
talk of a Kennedy dynasty, which JFK 
thought 
“unfair” 
and 
became 
the 
subject of heated discussion at a 
Kennedy party. JFK led off with a toast. 
I quote Bradlee: “He wanted to make a 
toast to the Attorney General, he said, 
and went on to describe how he had been 
talking that afternoon with Tom Patton, 
president of Republic Steel. ‘I was 
telling Patton what a son of a bitch he 
was,’ the President said with a smile. 


“ He 
waited 
with 
that 
truly 
professional 
sense 
of 
timing 
so 
instinctive to the best comedians (Nero 
must have had it), and went on. And he 
was proving it.’ Patton asked me, ‘^hy 
is it that all the telephones of all the 
steel executives in the country are being 
tapped?’ And I told him that I thought he 
was being wholly unfair to the Attorney 
General and that I was sure it wasn’t 
true. And he asked me, ‘Why is it that all 
the income tax returns of all the steel 
executives in the country are being 
scrutinized?’ And I told him that, too, 
was wholly unfair, that the Attorney 
General wouldn’t do any such thing. 


“And then I called the Attorney 
General and asked him why he was 
tapping the telephones of all the steel 
executives 
and 
examining 
the 
tax 
returns of all the steel executives... And 
the Attorney General told me that was 
‘wholly untrue and unfair.’ And then 
another Stanislavsky pause. ‘And, of 
course, Patton was right.’ ”

Institute.” We think that the institute is 
probably a bigger thing than the solar 
heating and cooling demonstration site 
but, as we said last Friday, the whole 
program is still a long ways down the 
road. 


Perennial commuter 


Despite the fact that Governor Jerry 
Brown has been working long, hard 
hours to organize his administration, the 
slowness in naming his department 
heads is beginning to wear. Nearly three 
months have passed since he took his 
oath of office and the selection process 
for directors and their deputies is yet to 
be completed. 
It is commendable that he does not 
take these appointments lightly, seeking 
those he feels best qualified. Still, in 
those departments which seem to have 
been put on the back burner in priorities 
there begins to be a breakdown in 
morale as the employes remain in 
limbo, lacking signals as to the direction 
the new administration desires. Some of 
this uncertainty carries over to the 
Legislature where members are being 
confronted with proposals which may or 
may not be in tune with departmental 
policies yet to be developed. 
One department which appears to be 
suffering from the delay in giving it new 
leadership is that of Alcoholic Beverage 
Control, which licenses and regulates 
liquor 
wholesalers 
and 
retailers, 
including the bars. 
Initially liquor control had been under 
the State Board of Equalization from the 
time of the repeal of prohibition in the 
1930’s. 
Recommendations 
for 
its 
establishment in a separate agency 
were made as early as 1939 when 
Governor Culbert L. Olson made it a 
major plank in his inaugural address. 
But it took the disclosures of some 
minor scandals in the 1950’s to bring 
about the reform. 
Although the idea in establishing the 
ABC was to provide a strong regulatory 
body which would not be dominated by 
the liquor industry, it has not seemed to 
have worked that way. With but one 
exception every appointive director has 
ended up accepting employment with 
the industry he had been regulating. 
For the past eight years the ABC 
director has been Edward J. Kirby, a 
former 
FBI 
agent 
appointed 
by 


Governor Reagan. Somewhat on the 
dogmatic side, Kirby has not been 
without involvement with the industry 
There was a bit of a flap over a gold 
watch which he admitted accepting but 
claimed he never used and was keeping 
it in his desk awaiting a request for its 
return There was also something about 
an industry sponsored trip to Hawaii for 
Kirby, his wife and, reportedly, his son. 
Kirby said he saw nothing wrong with 
the 
industry 
picking 
up 
the 
tab, 
maintaining it saved the state the 
expense of paying for him to attend 
some meetings in the Aloha State. There 
are reports that the industry also paid 
for his attendance at other meetings 
around California. 
Kirby 
has 
also 
perpetuated 
the 
somewhat 
quixotic 
practice 
of 
permitting liquor control agents to 
lounge 
in 
bars 
against 
which 
no 
complaints have been made on the 
offchar.ce they may catch a bartender 
making a mistake. As was observed by a 
former director who stopped that type of 
enforcement during his administration. 
“Even a saint can be found erring if one 
follows him around long enough.” 
But Kirby’s major on the job fringe 
benefit has been his perennial weekly 
commute. 
It seems that when he 
accepted the state job his wife was 
unwilling 
to 
leave 
their 
southern 
California home. State law requires 
department 
heads 
to 
reside 
and 
maintain their headquarters in the 
Capital City. So Kirby has been camping 
out in a local motel during week days for 
the past eight years. 
And 
by 
some 
fortunate 
set 
of 
circumstances he has almost invariably 
found it necessary to be in his Los 
Angeles office each Friday. The result is 
the state has been paying his travel 
expenses to and from work each week 
between Sacramento and Los Angeles. 
Governor Brown, with his firm views on 
austerity can save the state about $2500 
a year by acting promptly to name a 
new ABC director.
